Capt. Rush was loath to resort to a bom- 
bardment and on the other hand did not de- 
sire to lose any more of his men by charges.

There was no cannon firing from the 
Mexican side, and it is supposed their artil- 
lery pieces were taken from the city early 
in the day. 

With the exception of a few shots from 
the light field pieces of the bluejackets and 
a few from the Prairie, it was a contest of 
rifles. 

Bravery was shown everywhere among 
the Americans. The youngsters wearing the 
bluejackets of their vessels behaved as well 
under fire as the marines, who along the 
line comported themselves like veterans. 
Some of the marines had seen service be- 
fore in Central America®and other places. 

In the earlier part of the engagement 
small detachments of the Americans who 
were guarding the approaches to the central 
part of the city stood without flinching 
while bullets from the rifles of the Mexicans 
sang about their ears. 

VERA CRUZ IS OCCUPIED. 

BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGI LIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—[ Special.] 
—American sailors and marines tonight are 
in occupation of Vera Cruz, the principal 
port of Mexico. 

With a loss of four kiiled and twenty 
wounded they seized the customs house, the 
railroad yards, and all railroad rolling stock 
and were preparing at a late hour to cap- 
ture the San Francisco bridge, which crosses 
the deep canyon and provides a means to 


reach Mexico City. 


The Mexican loss is estimated at between 
150 and 200 killed. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher reported that his 
men were fired at with rifles and great guns 
only after their seizure of the customs 
house. He sent a flag of truce with a mes- 


sage to Gen. Maas directing him to cease 
firing or the big guns of the fleet would be 
used. 

NO ATTENTION TO MESSAGE. 

This message was disregarded. Then 
the Prairie was used to shell the Mex- 
icans, who were firing with rifles upon the 
marines and sailors, Its shrapnel was ef- 
fective in driving them out of their posi- 
tions. , 

Then the fleet turned its big guns upoa 
the antiquated fortress of San Juan 
d’'Ulloa. It will be recalled that this fort- 
ress was captured by Gen. Scott during 
the first Mexican war. 

Unfortunately some of the shells over- 
shot their mark and fell into the city. 
The result was a conflagration, and Rear 
Admiral Fletcher’s first dispatch an- 
nounced that the city was in ashes 

The administration declines to state 
what its supplementary dispatches give on 
this point. 


BRIDGE KEY TO CAPITAL. 

So far as the military situation is con- 
cerned, the strategists of the army and 
navy are paying little attention to the 
burning of the city or the loss of life at- 
tendant upon the operations which thus 
far have taken place. 

Their single question is: 

“Has Rear Admiral Fietcher seized the 
San Francisco bridge? 

If he has, then they are saying: 

He has the key to Mexico City. With 
that bridge he can rush his forces to Mex- 
ico City and seize Huerta.” 


PRESIDENT IS SURPRISED. 


The president did not expect events to 
move with such startling rapidity. He 
sent instructions last night to Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher to seize the customs house. 

He did not expect there would be any 
resistance from the Federals. He believed 
they would be awed by the United States 
and supinely acquiesce in the capture of 
the office through which Huerta derives a 
large part of his revenue, probably 325, 
090.000 annually. 

Ordered to seize the customs house, there 
was but one thing for Rear Admiral 
Fletcher to do. That was to seize it. When 
attacked by the Mexicans it was his busi- 


ness to protect his men and to hold the 


position he had oceupic d. 

One step led to another. His aim now 
as already stated is the San Francisco 
bridge. 

MOVE ON MEXICO CITY. 

The move on Mexico City has begun. Ad- 
vised of the developments at Vera Cruz, 
Rear Admiral Badger in command of large 
reinforcements, has been directed to hasten 
to the support of Rear Admiral Fletcher. 
Badger will arrive tomorrow morning and 
assume supeme control of the situation. 

It will be his duty to keep the railroad line 

* 


open to Mexico City. There are 1.200 cars 
and twenty engines now in the possession of 
Rear Admiral Fletcher’s forces. The Mex- 
icans were preparing to move these cars and 
engines out of the yards toward Mexico 
City today. 


MAKEUP OF LANDING FORCE. 


Rear Admiral Fletcher limited his first 
landing party to 1,000 bluejackets and ma- 
rines. Opposed to this force were 900 Mexi- 
cans under the command of Gen. Maas. It 


is believed here, in view of the importance 
of taking the railroad yards and the San 
Francisco bridge, that Fletcher has landed 
reinforcements. He is in a position to place 


nearly 4,500 men ashore at Vera Cruz. The 
following is the approximate strength of his 
naval forces available for shore duty there:

BADGER AT VERA CRUZ. 


Rear Admiral Badger arrived at Vera 
Cruz tonight. He did not go to Tampico, 
having recent orders to proceed direct to 
Vera Cruz. He has the battleships Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, New Hampshire, Vermoat, 
New Jersey, South Carolina, and Michi- 
gan. 

The total force Badger will be able to 
land will be approximately 9,000 men, un- 
der the command of 700 officers. 

With such a force he can move on to 
Mexico City. 

The only objection offered by experts 
here is that the landing of all these men 
will injure the effectiveness of our fleet. 
They want the army to take the place 
of the navy in shore operations. 

But the president feels he ought not to 
move a man until congress gives him the 
necessary authority. 


IGNORANT AS TO TAMPICO. 


No knowledge exists here as to what has 
taken place at Tampico. It is believed, 
however, that this place will be promptly 
captured, and that the railroad and rolling 
stock will be seized. In this event, the 
American forces will hold the two terminals 
of the railroad which connects the east 
coast with Mexico City. They also will 
have the two customs houses which pro- 
vide Huerta with his principal source of 
revenue. 


SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 

The administration is keenly alive to- 
night to the seriousness of the action taken 
at Vera Cruz. After mature consideration, 
the president determined to reject the plan 
of the war experts for the establishmeat of 
a blockade, hoping to avoid war merely by 
seizing the customs houses at Tampico and 
Vera Cruz. 

But what he does has developed a state 
of war, the thing he hoped to avoid. 

It was not until after the operations 
actually had begun that by his direction 
Secretary Bryan called the representatives 
of the powcrs to the state department and 
advised them that the president had de- 
termined to take the customs houses at the 
two points which have been attacked. They 
accepted this notification as a notice of 
war and have so advised their governments. 

This means that the world will take 
cognizance of the condition, however the 
president may view it. 


PRESIDENT WITHIN RIGHTS. 
Most of the senators and members of 
the house who were present in the senate 
chamber said that they were at a loss to 
construe the meaning of the operations. 
“It is almost impossible for one to say 
whether this means war or not,“ Senator 
Sherman said. “ The president would un- 
doubtedly be acting within his constitution- 
al rights in using the armed forces of this 
country to procure amends for an insult to 
our flag, but it is not clear that his order 
to take Vera Cruz comes within that cate- 
gory or not. I would not like to pass judg- 
ment upon the act until I know more of the 
details.” .

straight declaration of the real state of 
things.“ Senator Knute Nelson of Minne 
sota said. 

Senator Kern, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic caucus of the senate, said: 

It would be extremely unwise to judge 
hastily of the effect the taking of Vera 
Cruz will have. It is not an act of war to 
seize a city in a country which has ingult- 
ed us or has committed an act of violence 
against Americans. There are plenty of 
precedents to show that these things have 
been done before without being construed ag 
war or without leading to war. I think ag 
soon as congress acts and makes it clear 
by resolution that this nation does not in- 
tend to make war against the Mexicans 
people the atmosphere will be cleared.” 


NAVAL EXPERT TALES. 

“It was foolish for the administration te 
believe that the seizure of the customs house 
at Vera Cruz would not be opposed,“ said 3 
naval expert tonight. “He strangely neg- 
lected to take account of the fact that the 
firing of a single shot would be the signal 
for return fire from the American forces, It 
was to be expected that Gen. Maas would 
make such resistance as he could. 

The instructions to Rear Admiral Fletch- 
er merely stated that he was to take the 
customs house, but to take this building re- 
quired, of course, other operations. Thatis 
to say, he had to be prepared to resist at- 
tack, and if an attack were made to open 
fire on the castle of San Juan d' Ulloa and to 
capture as much of the city as possible. 

As a military man he saw the advantage 
of capturing the railroad station, the rail- 
road, and the rolling stock, to say nothing 
of the San Francisco bridge. 


CASTLE A LANDMARE. 

The castle of San Juan d’Ulloa amounts © 
nothing as a protection.

BUTLER, HEAD OF MARINES 

Maj. S. D. Butler commanded the marines 
that landed in Vera Crus this afternoon. His 
father is a representative in congress, Maj. 
Butler participated in the international ex- 
pedition to Peking during the summer of 
1900. At the fighting around Tientain he was 
wounded and assisted from the field by Maj. 
Harry Leonard, U. S. M., who has since re- 
tired. As a result of his experience iu the 
Chinese rebellion Maj. Butler was advanced 
in rank for “ eminent and conspicuous con- 
duct in battle with the Peking relief column.”’ 
He was appointed to the marine corps from 
civil life in 1899. He is 34 years old. 

The marines under Maj. Butler’scommand 
are those previously conetituting the marine 
contingent in the isthmian canal zone, re- 
garding which Secretary of War Garrison 
remarked that they are the finest body of sol- 
diery he has ever seen, despite the fact that 

they wore the stars of a rival service. 

During their stay in the zone these marines 
had been assigned to duty in operating rail- 
road trains and repairing tracks and bridwes. 


PRAIRIE SIXTEEN YEARS IN NAVY. 


The United States navy transport Prairie | 


was purchased from private owners In 1898.

THE HARBORS « 


Vera Cruz Best Port 


HERE are very few towns in the repub- 
lic that- have such an interésting his- 
tory as the city of Vera Crus. Owing 
to its mercantile movement, it is the 
first port of the republic. 

Vera Cruz has more than 83,000 inhabitants. 
It is 263 miles from Mexico City by the Men- 
ican railroad. The road was commenced in 
the year 1842, and the construction took 
place during a period of thirty-four years. 

The works necessary for dredging the bay 
and the breakwaters.for securing the safety 
of the port were under construction for more 
than tkree years. The complete area is 
about 570 acres, and now the port is ina con- 
dition to receive steamers of deep draft and 
heavy tonnage. The construction of the port 
works cost the federal government $26,704,- 
782.85. The improvements were inaugurated 
on March 6, 1902, and have made Vera Cruz 
one of the most beautiful ports on the Mex!- 
can coast, and where steamers of large draft 
can enter and be securely sheltered during 
grcat storms. 

— 

Vera Cruz is distinguished from the other 
towns of the repubiic om account of its 
crooked streets and narrow lanes which run 
from the broad streets constructed symmet- 
rically at right angles. 

In the commercial part of thie city the 
houses are of two and three! stories and 
well gonstructed.. Among other edifices 
may be mentioned the municipal palace, the 
parish church, the market, the Dehesa the- 
ater, the Hospital Zamora, the Cantonal 
school, and the Church of San Francisco, 
to which is joined the public library, from 
whose ancient tower shines the famous 
Juarez light. 

The inhabitants of the port are occupied 
with the business of exportation, importa- 
tion, and the commission business. There 
are also cigar and cigaret factories, match, 
soda water, ice and furniture factories. 


— 

During the Far between Mexico and the 
United States Gen. Scott, with an army of 
about 12,000, landed in the vicinity of Vera 
Cruz on March 9, 1847. He immediately 
invested the city, which, together with the 
castle of San Juan de Ulua, contained « 
garrison of about 4, 500. 

On March 22, assisted by a fleet under 
Commander Perry, he began a terrific bom- 
bardment, which continued almost unabated 
for four days. On March 29 the Mexicans 
surrendered. The Americans lost 11 killed 
and 56 wounded and the Mexicans fully 1,000 


in killed alone.»

Formerly all insurahce policies exempted 
the companies from. risks incidental to mili- 
tary service unless specially contracted for. 
At the time of the Spanish war many com- 
panies held to the old rule. Some then 
waived it, a few retaining it as a feature of 
their contracts. 
„The last company to insist upon that 
rule,” Mr. English said, “ has now come inte 
line. That is as it should be as a matter 
of patriotism and of public policy. Jt is not 
generally known, even among insurance 
men, that the actuaries of most if not all 
companies now figure on a war in every 
generation, so that that risk is part of what 
the insured pay for.“ 

The association, which is made up of the 
lead ng life underwriters in the United 
States, will hold its annual convention in 
Cincinnati on Sept. 11 to 17. The committes 
after selecting that city decided to devote a 
large part of the convention to the discus- 
sion of a plan of publicity for educating 
women up to the necassities of life insurance.

AIM AT “IMMORAL” JAM. 


Report of Engineers May Lead 
to Inquiry by Utilities 
Commission. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

„ Immoral conditions on street cars, due 
to overcrowding, will be one of the first 
subjects considered by the new city council. 
It was Mayor Harrison who said the over- 
crowding is an offense against decency, 
insanitary, and a danger to health,” as well 
as “ immoral.” 

Certain aldermen yesterday were lament- 
ing lack of action by the administration 
to obtain adequate street car service. One 
councilman said that if the administration 
did not get busy and help the aldermen 
to get better surface transportation he 
would urge his constituents to appeal to 
the state utilities commission. It has power 
to enforce good service. 


Health Department Has Power. 

This particular alderman pointed out that 
if the mayor's contention regarding “ a dan- 
ger to health” is correct, then the health 
department should act, because its power 
to eradicate other menaces to public health 
has not been questioned. He added the city 
is exercising considerable authority at pres- 
ent relative to immoral conditions,“ so it 
must have some power in that direction also. 

That the aldermen may have reliable in- 
formation regarding overcrowding the board 
of supervising engineers is making @n in- 
vestigation. This inquiry started last Mon- 
day. It probably will be completed within 
thirty days. Then a report will de made to 
the council committee on local transpor- 
tation. That is expected to show what im- 
provement, if any, has been made in the 
service within the last year; also upon what 
lines, if any, the conditions be by been ** 
proved. 


Citizen Could Demand Inquiry. 

With this report almost any private citizen 
probably could bring an investigation by 
the state utilities commission. The city 
has started an attack upon the validity of the 
act creating the commission. That fact 
might spur the commission to undertake the 
investigation. 

It has been contended the ordinance per-

follows: In 1911, 6.77 per cent; in 1912, 6.90 
per cent, and last year, 7.10 per cent. This 
shows the overcrowding, while uncomforta- 
dle to the passengers, really paid the stock- 
holders of the traction companiex This 
increased return was made to the stock- 
holders, despite the fact that the official 
capitalization "' was increased from $127,- 
492,000 in 1911 to $139,916,000 in 1913. 


Seven Per Cent Fair Return. 
In dealing with the telephone company 


last year the council indicated it believed 


less than 7 per cent is a fair return on stock 
in a public utility of Chicago. The trac- 
tion companies during their rehabilitation 
period, received not only 5 per cent on the 
official capitalization and 45 per cent of the 
net divisible receipts, but also a 10 per cent 
contractor's profit. All of those sources of 
income gave the properties over 8 per cent 
earnings for a couple of years. Individual 
companies in certain years are said to have 
gone much higher. 

It: will be urged soon that some of this 
profit be placed in service, if necessary, to 
give the people adequate transportation. If 
a larger amount of the gross receipté is 
used for operation expense, the net receipts 
of the surface lines probably will be cut. 
That will shave some of the city’s portion 
of profit, but a large majority of the alder- 
men prefer service to the — over profits 
to the municipality.

It is, as you may surmise, a tall tale, de- 


telling. Unfortunately there are occasions in 
the recital where Mr. Hurlbut bungles with his 
interesting allegory, and so it becomes, in 
places, that Se thing, an awkward lie. 


Like the other 8 visitants who 
call upon us via the drama, Capt. Cartwright 
is an evangel. Guided to the homes of the poor 
of Pittsburgh by the pretty and socialistic de- 
scendant of his betrothed, he returns, appalled 
by the conditions he has seen. Since the mines 
are his, having been bequeathed by him to his 
brother, hé claims them, but is laughed at by 
his milllionaire grand-nephew. He ~ preaches 
against the wrongs done to the working man, 
but in vain. A a matter of fact he doesnt 
say anything particularly convincing: However, 
when the mob surrounds the house, seeking the 
blood of his young namesake, he goes to the 
window and ja shot, thus sacrificing himself. for 
the second time for his country’s sake. 

— 


The captain is impersonated by Mr. Milſott 
Dexter, an actor whose method is of the co- 
pious kind, abundant of gesture and resonant 
of voice. He is attitudinal in a pictorial 
way, his movements flow gracefully into 
poses which may or may not have been the 
habit of the officers of Gen. Washington's army. 


In the first act, as a young soldier investi- . 


gating the lands given him for his service to 
the government, he is overpowered by Indians 
in the cabin of a priest and is sentenced to 
death, The priest, skilled in the mystertes of 
the orient, puts him to sleep by hypnotiles, 
places him in a convenient coffin, and he is 
buried alive. When the Indian chief discov- 
ers that he has been tricked by the missionary 
he stabs that unfortunate as he kneels at 
prayer; and thug the captain is left to his 
slumbers until disturbed by unton labor in one 
of its manifestations of discontent.

They are little flaws which weaken the rela- 
tion of the captain's adventure. Undertaking a 
plot of such stupendous impossibility, Mr. 
Hurlbut should have been rigidly truthful in 
assembling the accompanying detail. But the 
speech is slovenly, the incidental motives are 
not plausible, and you are annoyed with little 
improbdabilities throughout. You are willing 
to believe, for instance, that the captain was 


, buried alive, and that his resurrection occurred 


a century later with bewildering cotncidents. 
You have difficulty, however, in béing con- 
vinced that these very bloodthirsty aborigines 
gave up burning him at the stake for the 
less spectacular method suggested by the

priest, that is, you have difficulty in believing 
it as told by Mr. Hurlbut.

Sanction Must Come from Gov- 
erning Baseball Body. 


MEETING IN CHICAGO TODAY 


Efforts Will Be Made to Systematize 
Future Legal Attack. 


BY HANDY ANDY. 

The national commission, the supreme 
governing body of organized baseball here- 
after will pass upon any legal action con- 
templated by American or National league 
clubs in reference to the troubles brought 
upon the baseball horizon by the poaching of 
the Federal league. No club is expected to 
start any suits. until the approval of the 
commission is secured. 

This program will be outlined at a meeting 
of the triumvirate in Chicago today. Those 
who will attend are Chairman Herrmann, Presi- 
dent B. B. Johnson of the American league, and 
Secretary John A. Heydler of the Nationa! league, 
representing President John K. Tener, who is un- 
able to be here owing to the sickness of his wife. 

The object of this program is to systematize 
the legal attack and to prevent any ill-advised 
suits being brought by club owners in the heat 
of passion over the loss of players. The 1914 
contract, according to legal advice secured by the 
commission, will stand in any court. 

So far as the American league is concerned, 
President Johnson says that any player who 
jumped to the Feds and remained with the inde- 
pendent organization up to the opening of the sea- 
son of April 14 will not be welcomed back to the 
ranks. That would seem to dispose of any suits 
being institutea by American league club owners 
to recover players who have flopped. This has been 
the attitude of the American league president 
from the beginning of the trouble.

Best Battles Ever Staged 
at Racine. 


MANY ATTEMPTS AT K. 0.’ 


Hard Punches Landed by Both 
Fighters in Effort to Finish 
Bout Quickly.

Racine, Wis., April 21.—[Special.J]—In one 
of the best fights staged in Racine since the 
passage of the Hedding boxing bill, Matty 
McCue, who has developed into a star light- 
weight, and Joe Mandot, the clever New 
Orleans boxer, fought ten rounds to a draw 
before John Wagner’s club tonight.

The open- 
ing round was even, with each boy feeling out 
the other. Mandot had a shade in the second 
session, and honors were even in the third. 
The fourth round was slightly in Mandot's 
fayor, and McCue had the aavantage in the 
fifth. 

Honors were even in the remaining rounds. 
Both boys tried hard to land knockouts, but 
the punches lacked the necessary force. In 
the seventh Mandot's left eye bled from a 
gash and McCue bled fromthe mouth. Matty 
landed a straight left on Joe's nose in the 
ninth session and blood flowed profusely 
from then on till the end of the milling. 

If a hair line decision had been delivered, 
Mandot should be declared the winner, but 


because of his slight advantage and the little 
damage done a draw is a fair verdict. 

The arena wag packed to the doors when the prin- 
cipals for the main bout entered the ring.

3. It provides that in the case of deslese@ 
manufacturers receiving such certificate of @ 
proval, they shall have the right to issue a 
antee to their customers that the light or lightig 
device has passed police inspection. 

4. It gives the individual owner, if he isi 
doubt as to whether ar not his light complies 
the ordinance, the opportunity to have 
-pected by the police department, but t is not am 
pected that many owners will avail th ot 
this provision, for the reason that under the on 
nance they are entitled to receive a guanine 
from the dealer or manufacturer.

TOLLS ARGUMENTS 


J. H. Clarke, Ohio Candidate 
for Senate, and New Or- 
leans Present Views. 


OHIOAN WINS ATTENTION 


Holds Three Treaty Plans for 
Canal Building Opposed Any 
Exemption. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—[{Special.]— 
Ohio and Louisiana furnished the witnesses 
today in the tolls discussion before the 
senate committee on imteroceanic canals. 

A Democratic aspirant for the United 
States senate, John H. Clarke of Cleveland, 
O., told the committee that the sentiment 
throughout the middle west is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the repea) of the provision 
exempting American coastwise vessels from 
the paymem of Panama tolls. 

A delegation from New Orleans presented 
a stiff protest against the repeal. Mr. 
Clarke’s arguments seemed to impress the 
committee favorably. At any rate, he was 
not bothered by questions. The New Orleans 
witnesses got into several controversies, no- 
tably with Senator Thornton of Louisiana. — 


Treats Lewis“ Warning Caustically. 

Marshall Ballard, the proprietor of a New 
Orleans newspaper, sarcastically para- 
phrased the speech of Senator James Hamitl- 
ton Lewis in support of the repeal. 

“ The senator from Illinois,” said Ballard, 
indicated on the floor that in the event of 
our failure to bow to the wishes of England 
we would plunge ourselves by that very 
fact into a cosmic cataclysm of nations. But 
now we face war, and the press of England 
stands with us and acclaims us. The buge- 
boo of international complications has been 
exploded.”’ . 

There was an interesting suggestion at the 
hearing that Joseph Benson Foraker of 
Ohio may follow Mr. Clarke before the com- 
mittee within a few days. Foraker and 
Clarke are the leading candidates, respec- 
tively, for the Republican and Democratic 
‘nominations for United States senator to 
succeed Senator T. E. Burton. They are 
fighting out their campaigns largely on the 
tolls issue, Clarke standing for the repes! 
with Foraker hotly against it. Foraker is 
expected to answer Clarke's arguments to- 
day in detail 


Clarke Tells Ohio Sentiment. 

The Cleveland lawyer said that he came 
to Washington to give the committee an ac- 
count of the state of feelings of the folks 
out home.“ 

Lou know.“ he confided, *‘ that the worst 


place in the world to find out what the people 


are thinking about is right here in Wash- 
ington. Out in Ohio and the middle west 
we are feeling that the president ought to be 
sustained in his position on this question, 
I have addressed a number of thoughtful 
meetings—probably 2,500 citizens attending 
them—within the last sixty days, and I have 
found little support for free tolls.“ 

Were these meetings in connection with 
your personal campaign? asked Senator 
Simmonds. 

No.“ replied Clarke. They came about 
accidentally. I addressed a meeting of the 
alumni of St. Ignatius college in Cleveland 
upon this question, and at the conclusion of 
my remraks the meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion advocating the repeal. This attracted 
considerable attention and led to other in- 
vitations to speak. 


Sees Subsidy to Shipping. 

One of the principal objections to the 
exemption is the feeling the people have that 
this exemption is a form of subsidy to ship- 
ping. That is sufficient to condemn it in the 
school of politics in which I was brought up. 
But it is an argument that is becoming in- 
creasingly impressive upon men of other po- 
litical schools, for privilege of any form is 
becoming a hateful thing to the entire nation. 

But I have found another argument that 
is convincing to Ohio audiences. The original 
treaty provided three methods of financing 
the work of constructing the canal: First— 
The method of government construction, 
which we adopted. Second—By a charter 
and commission to private corporation; and, 
finally, construction by a corporation in 
which the United States should be a stock- 
holder. 


Brands Exemption Unjust. 

“Now, if we had adopted the second 
method we would not think of asking free 
service for American vessels. Or we will 
suppose the third method was adopted, and 
that England, Germany, and other countries 
were stockholders, as well as the United 
States. Would the ships of the stockholders 
be given an advantage? But if this exemp- 
tion cannot he applied to one method, it 
cannot in justice be applied to the method 
which we have adopted.“ 

James W. Porch, who Is interested in a line 
of vessels plying between New Orleans and 
South American ports, was a witness in 
favor of the continuance of the present ex- 
emption. He was sharply cross-questioned 
by Senator Brandegee as to the justice of 
putting the cost of canal maintenance upon 
the people of the United states Several 
other members of the New Orleans delega- 
tion gave testimony. 

The witnesses from Chicago will be heard 
tomorrow morning.

COMMITTEE HEARS: OFFER R PLANS 10 CURB FLOODS 


, Special Board of Army Engineers 


Reports to Congress, 
TURN DOWN PINCHOT IDEA. 


Assert Forestation Is Not Feasible; 
Each Stream Must Be Studied. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.}— 
The special board of army engineers which 
went to the scene of the floods in the Ohio 
and Wabash valleys last spring to investi- 
gate and devise a practicable method for 
controlling flood waters in American streams 
presented its final report to congress today. 

The report recommends a certain amount 
of specific legislation, particularly to give 
the war department. the control of non- 
navigable tributaries of the navigable rivers 
and approves nearly all of the flood pre- 
vention measures which have been sug- 
gested except the Pinchot method of foresta- 
tion of watersheds, the bone of contention 
for many years between the army and civil- 
lan engineers in the government service. 
Forestation is declared by the board not to 
be practical. 

The methods of flood control advocated by 
the report embrace a comprehensive system 
of reservoir, levees, dredging for channel 
obstructions, parallel and cut-off channels, 
and the removal of surface obstructions in 
the overfiow areas. 

No one method, however, can be devised 
to fit the needs of all streams, the engineers 
declare, and, therefore, each stram must be 
studied before any plan of flood control 
should be adopted for it. 


War Department to Control. 

The report advises that the work be placed 
entirely in the hands of the war department, 
thus avoiding the duplication of organiza- 
tions and the expense of forming a new or- 
ganization. Immediate work in the survey- 
ing of streams is advised, the authority to be 
included in the pending rivers and harbors 
bill. 

One of the first streams picked out for a 
eurvey of this character is the Wabash river 
and its tributaries. Others are the Cheat 
river of Pennsylvania and West Virginia, 
the Tygarts river, West Virginia; the West 
Fork river, West Virginia; the Kanawha 
river, West Virginia; the Muskingum river 
and tributaries, Ohio; the Scioto river, Ohio, 
and the Maumee river, Ohio and Indiana. 

The estimated cost of these gurveys is $80,- 
000. It is recommended that this sum be 
taken from the $250,000 item in the pending 
bill for the survey of streams. 


Comments by Secretary Garrison. 

In à letter accompanying the report Sec- 
retary of War Garrigon summarizes the re- 
sults of the investigation. He cited in 
detail the various methods proposed for flood 
control and made the following comments: 

1. Forestation and special methods of 
plowing are not practical enough to make 
it profitable to consider their employment. 

2. Reservoirs, storage and impeding 
may be used to advantage, especially in 
smaller streams where sites may be ac- 
Quired at a reasonable cost. 

3. Moving structures of bulk out of a 
flood area gives prompt and certain relief 
not only saving the property removed but 
reducing flood heighte and velocities by 
removing the obstructions. Thie method 
should be adopted so far as practicable 
and new obstructions should be pre- 
vented. 

4. Auxiliary channels parallel and cut- 
offs may be used to advantage in certain 
cases. 

5. Leveea, when properly built, have 
been almost uniformly successful. They 
offer quick relief and are suitable for 
both local and extended uses. 

6. No one method of flood control can 
be recommended to the exclusion of 
others. Local conditions vary so greatly 
that what is suitable for one stream ts 
likely to be unsuitable for another. 


Legislation Garrison Favors. 

Secretary Garrison adopted the recom- 
mendations of the report for hie own, and 
in this he was joined by Gen. Dan C. King- 
man, chief of engineers. The legislation rec- 
ommended by Secretary Garrison was: 

First—An amendment to present law mak- 
ing it unlawful to obstruct the tributaries 
of navigable streams this prohibition now 
applying only to navigable rivers. 

Second—An authorization for the survey of 
the several rivere® mentioned above. 

Third—The survey of other streams from 
time to time as conditions may werrant. 

Among streams included in the list for fu- 
ture surveys are the Mohawk, Delaware, 
Susquehanna, and Brazos rivers. The board 
which made the investigation consisted of 
Lieut. Col. Francie R. Shunk, Leut. Col. 
Henry Jervey, Majors C. 8. Bromwell, ohn 
C. Oakes, Frederick W. Altstaetter, and 
Lewis H. Rand.
